"The first It'HMHiH should be entirely 


by imitation. Xo method of triangnla- 
tion or the use of construction lines 
should be u?cd. Tbe pupil will look at 
the map and then try to draw the map 
from memory."—Methods of Touching, 
by Kdwiml Brooks. 


J luring our lust county institute Pro- 


fessor Itarnea of Stanford University 
said that be considered the books writ- 
ten by Alex K. I-Yye and by J. \V. Red- 
way as (he best books for teachers on 
the subject of teaching geography. 1 
shall quote from these books. 


Alex K. Frye speaks of the use of con- 


struction lines in map drawing as "hin- 
drances In mental growth," "a device 
for preventing the exercise of the men- 
tal faculties in acquiring distinct ideas of 
continental outlines and proportions," 
"an excellent 'bridge' over mental activ- 
ity," etc. 


J. \V. Ucdway, in speaking of the use 


of construction lines in map drawing, 
says, "For a map of a lownship, or even 
a county, Rich nn outline might be use- 
fill; hut for a large area it is unscientific, 
incomplete and erroneous." 


I do not think that this is, by any 


means, the worst method employed in 
our schools, but it serve." as an illnt<l ra- 
tion to show bow much some people 
know of the laws that govern the growth 
of the chilli's mind. We would hardly 
loan a wheelbarrow to a man who did 
not know how to work with it, but many 
people arc willing to have their children 
trained under a system that employs 
devices that are ronside: ?d "hindrances 
to mental growth."

ent companies, varies* in severity. Homo 
companies lest pi-riodicallj', whilo others 
only do yo when the men are promoted 
to tiring and giving, or when fiomo ac- 
dent occurs Ihrough a signal having been 
mistaken or passed at danger. 


In justice, therefore, to tho traveling 


public, as well as for their own interes e, 
it is Iho duly of railway companies to 
see that tho men they place iu such ro- 
sponsiblo positions arc thoroughly coui- 
pelenr, as the speed at which trains are 
now run requires ncuteness of vision. 


In tho early days of railway enterprise, 


the train was often preceded by a man on 
foot — sometimes on horseback — whose 
duty it was to see tho lino clear, but 
•with tho rapid developments made in lo- 
comotive engineering it was soon found 
necessary to dispense with this "herald," 
ami in duo course fixed signals wero 
placed along tho route. 


Thus tho responsibility of seeing Ihe 


position of signalsand attending to them 
was placed upon tho men in charge of 


guard— -for Iho latter in tho event of an 
accident must bo :iblo lo slafe whether 
the signal was clear or not, and his sight 
(also that of shunters ami signalmen) is 
subjected to Iho same lest as tlvit of Ihe. 
locomotive men. 


Various methods of testing have been 


resorted lo, but tho one which for a con- 
siderable period was used by railway 
companies, ami which the men still nmsl 
approve of, was testing by means of Hags 
and lamps. Tho candidate was taken to

with tho lh!»3 (red, green and white) by 
day and lump bv night was sent forward 
about GOO yards and exposed lite signals, 
which tho candidate was required to 
name lo the foreman or inspector pres- 
ent.
